Sewing Basket Hints 
of interest to W omen 


Th ose wh o embroider with a num­ 
ber of different colors on one piece 
freq uently are annoy ed by th e way 
th e silk skeins become tangled with 
each oth er, even wh en th e utmost care 
is taken. 
An easy way to avoid th is 
is to take a piece of cardboard about 
four inch es wide and eigh t inch es long 
if y ou are using seven different colors, 
nine inch es long for eigh t colors, and 
so on. 
If y ou are using fewer colors, 
sh orten accordingly . 
Cut notch es on 
both sides of th e cardboard an inch 
apart fur th e silks to fit into. 
As you 
wind on th e different colors, mark on 
th e cardboard beneath th e silk th e 
number th at was on th e label.

th e skein is used, y ou easily can re­ 
order by number to get

INDIANS INCLINE 
TO BUREAU RULE 


Feel Their Sta tus Mo re Secure 
Under Uncle Sa m. 


Washington^—The little lad who has 
a weakness for war paint, feathers and 
Indian taies may take heart at the 
Indian 
bureau’s 
announcement 
that 
there are still 845,000 of these prime­ 
val Americans in the land. 
The attention of the Sixty-ninth 
con­ 
gress will be called to the fact that, 
unless the nation’s lawmakers make 
other provisions, the period of govern­ 
ment wardship in the five civilized 
; tribes will expire in 19 31. 
There are 
! about 17,000 Indians under federal su- 
t pervision in the five civilized tribes, 
! and elsewhere in the country the bu­ 
reau of Indian affairs lias 200,000 “re- 
{strieled” Indians who are supervised. 
The Indians themselves, Indian bu­ 
reau officials say, are anxious to have 
i the restriction extended, as they de- 
; sire government guardianship to con­ 
serve their lands. 
Under the June, 19 24, law, all na­ 
tive-born Indians are now citizens of 
the 
United 
States. 
There 
are 
19 0 
tribes, 
many 
of 
them 
being small 
groups. 
The number of Indian children in 
schools, the health appropriations by 
congress, 
Indian 
hospitals 
and 
the 
,} value of farm products raised by those 
citizens have materially increased in 
tlie last decade. 
Farm ing and stock raising have de­ 
veloped 
appreciably 
among 
the In­ 
i' Uians, and large sums of money are 
being spent by the government on irri­ 
gation projects on their lands, the In­ 
dians being the country’s first irriga- 
tionists. 
The Navajo Indians in par­ 
ticular are great sheep raisers, their 
women being noted weavers of blank­ 
ets.

UCH has b een written for those 
who are ill or afflicted b ut little 
has b een written to help those who 
hav e to liv e with them. Yet I hav e of­ 
ten 
thought 
that the family of a 
chronic inv alid deserv ed quite as much 
sympathy as the inv alid did. 
In a recent Issue of the Volta Re­ 
v iew, Miss Elizab eth Nev inson giv es 
some adv ice to those who liv e with or 
hav e to come in b usiness or personal 
relations with the deaf. 
Much, she 
says, has b een written to help the deaf 
b ut little for those who hav e to talk 
to the deaf. 
Many person« ; are dull of b earing b ut 
not deaf enough to hav e to use trum­ 
pets or phones. 
They cannot hear 
well, b ut they don’t like to admit It. 
They resent hav ing their deafness no­ 
ticed or remarked on. 
Mow can they 
b e handled tactfully? 
Miss Nev inson 
makes some v aluab le suggestions on 
this point. 
Nearly all deaf persons hav e one ear 
b etter than the other. 
They try to 
get any one they are talking to on the 
side of their “good ear.” 
Find out 
the “good ear” of any deaf person 
and stay near it. 
Don’t shout. 
This emb arrasses the 
listener, without helping him. 
A v oice 
raised too high is as b ard to hear as 
one too low. Find out what tone each 
deaf person can lipar b est, and stick 
to it.

By a series of tests conducted at 
the laboratory in Boston and described 
by Doctor Benedict in a communica­ 
tion 
to 
the 
institute’s 
headquarters 
here, the amount of energy required 
for various motions of the body has 
been retermlned on the basis of the 
amount of heat each produces. 
The corner loafer, Doctor Benedict 
says, might better stay at home in bed, 
since it costs 10 per cent more energy 
to stand up than to lie down. 
“The heat produced in 24 hours in a 
human body,” the report continues, “is 
made up, first, of an irreducible mini­ 
mum going on all the time to maintain 
the fires of life at a normal rate, when 
in complete repose in bed. 
To sit 
quietly in a chair calls for practically 
no increase, but there is an increase of 
10 per cent when standing. 
“Changes in posture make a great 
difference.
